Tax nightmare 


Can't pay your taxes? Take a deep breath and read on 


Reuters 

There are many tax-time nightmares, 
but here’s one of the most common: 
You don’t have the cash to pay what 
you owe on April 15. 

“A couple of weeks ago, I ended up 
talking a young woman off a ledge, as 
it were, because she discovered she 
had screwed up on her withholding 
and owed a bunch of tax,” said 
Melody Thornton, a certified public 
accountant in Cardiff, Calif.

If you find yourself in that situation, don’t 
ignore the problem. The worst thing you can 
do is put off filing your return, without at least 
requesting an extension, because you're afraid 
of the bill. The penalties for not filing a tax 
return are far harsher than those for not paying 
what you owe. 

The penalty for not filing a tax return 
normally runs 5 percent per month that your 
return is late, up to a maximum of 25 percent. 
That means if you owe $2,000, and don't pay it 
until the fall, you could owe a $500 penalty. The 
penalty for not paying is just a fraction of that, at 
0.5 percent a month of the unpaid tax at April 15. 
Either way, you'll also owe interest, though the 
current rate is a modest 3 percent a year.

File an extension 

The simplest thing to do is to file for a six- 
month extension, using Form 4868, to get 
some breathing room. If you can, send in a 
partial payment to reduce the penalties and 
interest due. 

“The most important thing is making sure 
that you have a valid extension,” Thornton 
said. “If you file an extension and say, ‘I owe 
nothing,’ and then you do owe, that extension 
is not a valid extension.” 


How to pay 

You'll need to decide whether to pay the In- 
ternal Revenue Service first— the standard ad- 
vice —or to swallow the penalties and interest.

$5,000 


Amazon warehouse workers will be 
offered up to $5,000 to leave their jobs 
under a “Pay to Quit” program, according 
to a letter to shareholders. 


What’s ideal for you depends on what your 
options are for coming up with the funds. If 
you can scrimp a little to find the cash, bor- 
row from friends or family, or have access to 
cheap credit (through a home-equity loan, for 
example), your best option is to pay the tax 
bill first. 

But if you’d have to pay your taxes with a 
high-interest-rate credit card—today’s na- 
tional average interest rate on credit cards is 
15 percent, according to creditcards.com— it 
may be better to borrow briefly from the gov- 
ernment (see below), especially if you'll have 
additional income coming in soon. 

When you pay your taxes on a credit card, 
you also have to pay an added “convenience 
fee” that could add up to 2.35 percent to your 
transaction. 


If you’re in deep financial distress 
While it may sound counterintuitive, let the 
IRS know you've got financial problems. 
You can request an installment plan to pay 
those taxes, and it’s pretty much automatic 
that you'll be approved if you owe less than 
$50,000. While there’s no hard-and-fast rule 
on when to do this, generally the more you 
owe and the longer it will take to pay off, the 
better off you'll be to request a formal pay- 
ment plan rather than simply paying late. 

“If you are not paying, the IRS can come 
after your property or garnish your wages, so 
you definitely want to contact them and work 
with them,” said Lindsey Buchholz, principal 
analyst at the Tax Institute at H&R Block. 
“The IRS is usually willing to work with peo- 
ple because they would rather you pay volun- 
tarily than have to come after you.” 

To set up an installment plan, you'll file 
Form 9465, and pay an application fee of 
between $43 and $120, depending on your 
income level and whether you’re setting up 
a direct debit agreement. You'll then have a 
monthly payment schedule, that you better 
stick with, and a much-smaller, 0.25 percent, 
monthly penalty on those unpaid taxes.

have started to disappear as neighborhoods 
grow in popularity and landlords spring for 
upgrades. 

“Now, there might be a building or two 
that still offer old-school rents, where owners 
know what they need to make, but don’t care 
about making more,” he said, “but owners are 
alot more savvy than they used to be.” 

And if those owners can afford to renovate 
their units, he added, it’s becoming a better 
and better business decision. 

“Owners are finding they’re getting more 
value out of renovations now than they ever 
have in Chicago,” he said, including relatively 
inexpensive changes like putting in granite 
countertops or stainless steel appliances. “If 
you make even a small change to a studio 
that’s $450 square feet, like taking out the 
carpet and putting in hardwood floors, they’re 
seeing increased rents by 10 to 35 percent.” 

That means, if you're among the young 
professionals and students attracted to com- 
munities like Lakeview and Lincoln Park for 
their nightlife and proximity to trains and the 
lakefront, it’s harder than ever to find that 
deal, especially without wading through a 
handful of bad options first. 

Chastidy Burns, 27, wanted to live in Lakev- 
iew, but was daunted by how little her bud- 
get—less than $1,000 a month—would get 
her. When she finally found her studio, near 
Grace Street and Pine Grove Avenue, on 
Craigslist for $800 (it’s gone up to $840 now), 


she decided its small size was worth the trade- 
off of being close to her friends and living in a 
neighborhood she considered safe. 

Patrick Welby faced a similar predicament 
when he apartment-hunted in Lakeview a 
year ago on a budget of $1,000, and settled on 
a studio near Broadway and Surf Street that 
now rents for $900 a month. He said taking 
a place on the higher end of his budget paid 
off in space: It has a walk-in closet, a kitchen 
area separate from where he sleeps and room 
for his bicycle. 

“My friends are generally in awe of how 
big my space is compared to their [studios},” 
Welby, 24, said. “It’s nice to go back to some- 
thing that’s not just one room, and having the 
cooking separate from where I sleep is a nice 
break in the action.” 

Michelle Higgins, 26, and her husband 
Joe, 28, were lucky enough to find a bigger 
place. When they moved to Chicago from 
Atlanta in July 2011 they were hoping a less- 
than-$900 budget would find them a place 
large enough for two people. They settled 
into their one-bedroom apartment near Law- 
rence and Hermitage avenues that rents for 
$895 a month, after deciding they could live 
with less closet space. 

“For that price in different areas,” Michelle 
Higgins said, “it can be so much smaller or so 
much older.”

3 dead after shootings 
at Kan. Jewish centers 


Three people were killed Sunday afternoon at 
two different Jewish community facilities in 
Overland Park, Kan., and a man was in custody 
as authorities investigated whether or not the 
shootings were anti-Semitic, authorities said. 

Police said it was too early to determine a 
motive for the shootings, but they were not 
ruling out the possibility that the shootings 
were a hate crime. They have called in the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to assist with 
the investigation, Overland Park Police Chief 
John Douglass said in a news conference. 

“We know it’s a vicious act of violence. Ob- 
viously two Jewish facilities, one might make 
that assumption,” Douglass said. 

The shootings started around 1 p.m. at the 
Jewish Community Center of Greater Kansas 
City in Overland Park. Two male victims in a 
parking lot outside the center were shot, with 
one dying at the scene and another later at a 
hospital. The shooter then drove just a mile 


away to the Village Shalom retirement com- 
munity that provides skilled nursing services 
for residents. A woman was shot and killed 
there, Douglass said. 

Two other people were shot at, but not hit, 
the police chief said, and a shotgun was in- 
volved and possibly other types of guns. 

The suspect, a bearded white male in his 
708, was taken into custody in the parking lot 
of a nearby elementary school, Douglass said. 
Douglass declined to identify the suspect, but 
said he was not from Kansas. 

Douglass said he could not confirm reports 
from witnesses that the suspect had yelled, 
“Heil Hitler” while in the back of the squad 
car after being taken into custody. 

“The suspect in the back of a car made 
several statements,” Douglass said. “We are 
sifting through and vetting those for accuracy, 
number one, and number two we are looking 
at them for their evidentiary value.”

observer’s Ten Commandments of the Postseason. 


1. Thou shalt not rationalize what defines a successful season if it ends prematurely. 
To avoid classifying 2013-14 under “disappointment,” the Blackhawks must at least win 
the West and the Bulls need to advance to the second round. As well as the short- 
handed Bulls closed the season, nothing short of taking Indiana or Miami deep into 
a second-round series will count as satisfying. As for the healthy Hawks, they 
have too much talent, depth and experience to succumb to an early exit. 


2. Thou shalt not overreact to any lopsided loss or series deficit. 
The Bulls lost Game 1 last year to Brooklyn by 17 and rallied to win the 
series in seven games. The Hawks trailed Detroit 3-1 in the 

series and prevailed. It takes discipline to keep from 
getting too carried away. 


3. Thou shalt not blame injury. 
Bad health eventually hits everybody. 
Good teams compensate. 


4. Thou shalt not underestimate the 
value of chemistry or coaching. 
No NBA coach has coaxed a team into play- 
ing together better than Tom Thibodeau. 
Meanwhile, the Hawks have a Hall of Fame coach 
whose impactful moves helped win two Stanley Cups in four 
years. Neither Thibodeau nor Joel Quenneville will face a 
coach who gets the edge in strategy or preparation. 


5. Thou shalt not repeat the postgame cliches 
“sense of urgency” or “it is what it is.” 
Every second carries urgency in the playoffs. If the Hawks or 
Bulls offer that term as an excuse, it’s code for “unprepared.” As 
for “it is what it is,” it isn’t a phrase that clarifies anything that 
went wrong. 


6. Thou shalt not call for a goalie change. 
Tradition says somebody will clamor to have Corey Crawford 
benched. Sorry, no matter what happens, Crawford and his Cup his- 
tory give the Hawks their best chance of surviving. 


7. Thou shalt not ask if Derrick Rose will return during 
the playoffs, no matter how long they last. 
He will shoot before games and witnesses will wonder. But please stop. 


8. Thou shalt not use weary legs as an excuse for the Blackhawks 
nor heavy minutes as an alibi for the Bulls.

Quenneville rested some regulars too. And for all the attention paid to Thibodeau playing

Billy Bob Thornton brings menace, humor to ‘Fargo’

Billy Bob Thornton has played his share of wonderfully wacky characters. His latest might be 


the most bizarre—and menacing. 


Thornton plays dangerous drifter Lorne Malvo in FX’s “Fargo,” a 10-episode limited series 
debuting Tuesday that’s a spinoff of the Coen brothers’ beloved 1996 cult hit. Malvo, with his 
goofy hairdo and penchant for messing with people, does just that with milquetoast insurance 
salesman Lester Nygaard (Martin Freeman) in snow-covered Minnesota. 

During a conference call last week with reporters, Thornton talked about Malvo’s almost- 
bowl cut, why the killer likes his job, and how Thornton found his inner Malvo. 


Was there anything about this character that 
you added to the role? 

Aweird haircut, which was actually a mis- 
take. I got a bad haircut and we had planned 
on dyeing my hair and a dark beard and all 
that kind of thing, but I didn’t plan on having 
bangs. ... It wouldn’t do right, so I didn’t fix it, 
because I looked at myself in the mirror and 
I thought, hang on a second here, this is like 
1967 L.A. rock. I could be the bass player of 
the Buffalo Springfield. This is good. Or, Ken 
Burns, the dark side of Ken Burns. 

Bangs are normally associated with in- 
nocence and I thought that juxtaposition was 
pretty great. ... Noah Hawley’s script was so 
tightly written, so good, that all I kind of had 
to do was show up. 


You described Lorne Malvo as conscience- 
less. How did you find that within yourself? 
Usually when you're playing a character, you 
think a lot about their backstory and that 
kind of thing. In this instance I didn’t want to 
do that because I doubt Malvo thinks much 
about his past anyway, so even the character, 
the guy himself, probably wouldn’t think 
much about it ... 

I think what really attracted me to it was 
not as much that he didn’t have a conscience 
as he has this bizarre sense of humor where 
he likes to mess with people. ... He just 
thinks of the moment and “how do I get the 
job done?” 


How exactly do you convey menace? 

I worked in a prison years and years ago on 

a movie and... there were all these ... big, 
muscled guys and this one guy told me, “Do 
you see that little skinny guy over there in the 
corner? ... That’s the guy you don’t want to 
mess with.” And I talked to the guy ultimate- 


ly and I could tell that he meant what he said. 
So, those are the people you want to watch 
out for. And it’s like maybe I can break this 
guy in half, but he would hunt me down, he 
would crawl until his fingers were bloody on 
the asphalt to get me. So, those are the ones. 

I look at Malvo as a type of snake charmer, 
you know? Once he looks at you, you’re 
under some sort of spell. 


You make Malvo scary and likeable. Is that 
balance of humor and menace hard to find? 
That’s kind of been my wheelhouse ... sort 
of intense characters who have a certain 
sympathetic streak and also a sense of humor. 
And [ll have 10-year-olds come up to me 
and say, “Oh, Bad Santa, I just love you.” It’s 
like, what? So, yeah, I don’t know what it is, 
but maybe it’s that Malvo senses weakness in 
people, or stupidity or whatever. 

He’s got this sort of animal instinct and 
he just smells people out, and I think a lot of 
times, especially these days and times when 
the world is going kind of crazy, I think we’re 
all frustrated and want to just shake people a 
little bit. And so maybe through Malvo you 
get a chance to slap somebody around a little 
bit, I don’t know. Maybe that’s it. 


Your character says to Lester, “You’re prob- 
lem is you spend your life thinking there are 
rules and there aren’t.” What do you think 
that Malvo’s problem is? 

What I think his problem is, is very different 
than what he thinks his problem is. I don’t 
think he has a problem. Do you know what 

I mean? He’s an animal. ... He goes by an ani- 
malistic instinct, and so people like that don’t 
ever consider themselves having a problem 
and they also think they’re invincible.

way” is a movie that never actually starts. 
Answer: no. Writer-director Richard Shepard 
(the superior “The Matador”) labors to craft a 
foul-mouthed comedy with a gooey dramatic 
center, but he skimps on the laughs and the 
action. Even though it’s in your face, the 
movie needs more. 


After his saucy introduction, safecracker 
extraordinaire Dom ends a 12-year prison 
sentence and emerges desperate to recon- 
nect with the daughter (Emilia Clarke of 
“Game of Thrones”) he didn’t get to see grow 
up. First, though, he wants his [bleeping] 
payback. Dom took the fall for a job orches- 
trated by Fontaine (Oscar nominee Demian 
Bichir of “A Better Life”), and the sequence 


of events that takes place at Fontaine’s estate 
shows how a movie can be over-the-top but 
not actually fun. 

And the lack of guilt Dom feels about a 
car accident that’s entirely his fault indicates 
the way Shepard seems to pick and choose at 
random what incidents in the coincidence- 
heavy “Dom Hemingway” will matter and 
when Dom will and won't be a stand-up 
guy. His attitude toward others, includ- 
ing his old pal Dickie (Richard E. Grant),

constantly shifts, which might be tolerable if 
Dom weren't ultimately a cliched depiction 
of a baddie with a soft spot trying to fight 
through all the muck. 

The muck works better: Law devours the 
chance to turn Dom loose, including the rare 
act of making James Taylor lyrics a bitter, 
bile-spewing plea for reimbursement. Still, 
then he seems only like a movie character 
yelling, making it tough to buy it or care 
when his anger turns to tears.

Leaving behind 


the heartthrob

For much of his career, Jude Law has been the 
archetypal leading man, relying on looks and 
charm to land featured parts, then deploying 
them smoothly on screen. 

But over the past few years, edge and grit 
have crept into the actor’s roles. The trans- 
formation reached its apex when “Dom 
Hemingway” hit theaters Friday. The 41-year- 
old plays a violent down-on-his-luck crook, 
sometimes unrecognizable and often despi- 
cable, in the film, a character piece in genre 
clothing from writer-director Richard Shepa- 
rd (“The Matador”). 

Gone and buried is the unctuousness 
of Law’s Oscar-nominated turn as Dickie 
Greenleaf from “The Talented Mr. Ripley” or 
his breezily winning “Alfie.” Present and very 
much alive? The self-defeating rage of charac- 
ters like “Taxi Driver’s” Travis Bickle or even, 
in its way, a reinvention of Ben Kingsley’s vile 
gangster in “Sexy Beast.” 

“There was once a part of me that was frus- 
trated by a public perception as this sort of 
young pretty thing,” Law said. “This is a very 
good opportunity to put all of that to bed.” 

That might be an understatement. At the 
start of the film, Hemingway is seen as he is 
released from prison, having served a 12-year 
sentence instead of squealing on his former 


boss, a Russian baddie named Ivan Fontaine 
(Demian Bichir). Upon his release, Heming- 
way seeks out Fontaine at his French country 
estate and demands recompense. He is grant- 
ed it, but Dom being Dom, it isn’t long before 
he has mucked things up and landed himself 
in desperate straits. 

Marked by a grandiose narcissism, a bleak 
sense of humor and a lyrical streak—not to 
mention some mean mutton chops—Law’s 
Hemingway is all working-class English brine, 
intelligence simmering beneath the menace, 
with a sense of humor he displays even as he 
beats men within an inch of their life. 

The character’s piece de resistance is an 
opening monologue, much of it unprintable, 
in which he proclaims the greatness of his 
own genitals such that the organ in question 
is variously lauded as able to save starving chil- 
dren in Somalia and win a Nobel Peace Prize. 

“I remember reading the script and think- 
ing, “This is such a rare combination. There’s 
ascale of car crash to this guy, not just one car 
but a huge highway pileup,’ ” Law said. “And 
yet I was also curious about the poetry in 
the mouth of this uneducated man.” (While 
shooting the film, the actor noted “there was 
avolume to my existence, with too many late- 
night whiskeys and cigarettes.” Anything for 
arole.)

They say everyone 
has their price. 
Craig’s (Chicago 
native Pat Healy) ap- 
pears to be $500. 
That’s what it takes 
for him to participate 
in a game orches- 
trated by wealthy strangers Colin (David 
Koechner) and Violet (Sara Paxton), who 
kick things off with small challenges. Get 
that girl to slap you for $50. Smack that strip- 
per’s behind for $200. Craig passes; his old 
pal Vince (an unrecognizable Ethan Embry 
of “Can’t Hardly Wait”) jumps at the chance. 
Not until the married couple, expertly 
manipulating these blue-collar schmoes, 
offer $500 to punch a bouncer, does husband 
and new father Craig take the bait. And, of 
course, that’s just the beginning. 

“Cheap Thrills” is like a modern “Twilight 
Zone” episode crossed with what Colin him- 
self deems a non-televised reality show. It’s 
the first movie since “The Box” that directly 
asks characters to toe the line between mo- 
rality and money. The filmmakers stack the 
deck a little high: Craig loses his job and has

an eviction notice looming over his head later 
the same day. He’s a fish in a barrel for this 
kind of opportunity; surely Colin and Violet 
don’t hit the jackpot with every target. And 
while several better-left-unspoiled levels of 
this escalating game startle and disturb, the 
ultimate test moves the movie from chilling 
to predictable. 

Yet first-time feature director E.L. Katz 
achieves sustained unease throughout. Writ- 
ers David Chirchirillo and Trent Haaga craft 
revealing details, and the cast only helps. 
Koechner’s a disturbing hoot, playing with 
the increasingly unhinged Healy and Embry. 
But it’s Paxton who most unsettlingly har- 
nesses part of what makes “Cheap Thrills” so 
irresistible. In a story about hearing a skate- 
boarder get hit by an SUV, and in her facial 
expressions as she observes the entertain- 
ment her husband has orchestrated for her 
birthday party, sociopathic Violet comes off 
as a lethal combination of empty and clever.
